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ARRL'S REPRESENTATIVE for its forum at the recent Dayton Hamvention was League 
General Manager Dick Baldwin, W1RU. Dick spoke at some length on WARC and 
echoed Ray Spence's hopes for improvement in Amateur Radio's HF spectrum. 
However, Dick's pretty concerned that we're in lots of trouble with VHF/UHF 
competition, particularly with Aeronautical's request for 146-148 MHz. He's 
pleased with our rapport with other ITU nations through the IARU, which will 
help a lot in 1979. 


Amateur Radio in the U.S. is showing a good growth rate after a 4-5 year sta- 
tic period, Dick noted, and the CB fallout probably accounts for a good part 
of the boost. ARRL's expanded training program should be ready for test and 
evaluation in June with a target date of September for formal introduction. 

Hopes are for an automatic license for successful course graduates, possible 
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with an "instant" license like CB. He showed slides of a mockup of "Tune In 
_.The World With Ham Radio," a 140-page book with code cassette targeted to 
sell for $7.00 as part of the training program. ARRL's intent is to get the 
FCC to OK the concept of the program, not the actual materials, so any sup- 
plier's training materials could be uséd (he mentioned Heath is working on 
a course), In response to a question from the floor Dick stated that the 
League expects FCC "approval" of the training concept quite soon, perhaps in 
a month or so, though even if approval isn't forthcoming the program will 
‘still continue. ARRL is working up a new 10 minute promo film for Amateur 
Radio for use at CB club meetings and jamborees -- a number of which are now 
being attended by League staffers seeking recruits. 


The ARRL itself is in mighty good shape, too -- as of the end of March League 
membership reached 125,433 and the print order for July QST will probably be 
150,000 copies! a

The "Pacesetter" has such ver- 
satile features as an RF speech compressor, optional digital frequency read- 
out with a "hold" for remembering a frequency for later reference, RF monitor- 
ing sidetone, IF shift and RF negative feedback. Options include a plug-in 
DC power supply for mobile operation and an external VFO. Base price of. the 
TS-820 is $830 with early summer delivery promised. Heath introduced two 
interesting new products at the Hamvention. The HR-1680 is a modular design 
plug-in PCB Amateur band only receiver with selectable filters for SSB and 
CW reception. Replacing the HR-10, it'll sell for $199.95. VHF mobile oper- 
ators will welcome Heath's “Micoder," which combines a conventional sized 
mobile mike with a compact TT pad mounted on its back. The pad is powered 
from a built-in 9 volt battery so the "Micoder" should be usable with almost 
any mobile rig -- it'll sell for $49.95.
